An easy-to-install flashing indicator simulates a real auto security 
system and deters thieves from tampering with your vehicle. 


Select a mounting location for the indicator that is visible from out- 
side the vehicle, where the indicator’s wire can reach the vehicle’s 
fuse box. You can use the supplied mounting bracket, or mount 
the indicator directly in the vehicle’s dashboard. 


• Before drilling a hole in your vehicle’s dash, be sure you can 
easily reach behind the mounting surface. 

• Be careful to avoid drilling into anything on the other side of 
the dashboard. 

Using the Mounting Bracket 

1. Clean the mounting surface with denatured alcohol and let it 
dry completely.

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2. Peel the backing from 
one side of the double- 
sided tape and press it 
onto the bottom of the 
bracket. Then peel the 
backing from the other 
side of the tape and 
press the bracket onto 
the mounting location. 



Or, drill a Vl6-inch hole in the dashboard at the mounting 
location. Thread the supplied screw, then hang the bracket 
on it. 


3. Press the supplied 
grommet into the front of 
the mounting bracket.

4. Press the indicator into the grommet from behind the mount- 
ing bracket. 



Mounting the Indicator in the Dashboard 

1 . Drill a V4-inch mounting hole at the selected location. 

2. Press the supplied grommet into the front of the hole. 

3. Route the Indicator’s wires through the dashboard and press 
the indicator into the grommet. 
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Peel the backing from the supplied “Warning” label and put it in a 
conspicuous location on the inside of the windshield.
